time, she said. 

Coun. Tim Outhit and Lund left 
the chambers before the vote, and 
Coun. Bob Harvey left his seat to 
observe the vote from the public 
seating. 

“I’m not participating in a kan¬ 


garoo court,” Outhit said in an inter¬ 
view last night. 

“It’s just absurd.” 

Several councillors urged their 
colleagues to give them time to 
research a censure motion that, 
until last night, they didn’t know 
existed. 

But Uteclc’s motion was voted 
down 17-3, with Uteclc, Deputy 
Mayor Jim Smith and Coun. Dar¬ 
ren Fisher voting in favour. 

In an interview last night, a furi¬ 
ous Uteclc said she doesn’t plan to 
put forward any other motions 
regarding the mayor’s role in the 
concert-cash scandal. 

“My colleagues have voted and 
they’re not going to reprimand 
him,” she said. 

Kelly said the motion was debat¬ 
ed for more than an hour. 

“It’s a reaffirmation that it’s time 
to move on to other matters,” he 
said.

“We wouldn’t be pro¬ 
ceeding if we weren’t confi¬ 
dent that we had enough 
information to go to trial,” 
Crown attorney Andrew 
Macdonald said. “Our test is 
whether we have a realistic 
prospect of conviction, and 
we believe we have that.” 

Neither Zinck nor two 
former MLAs scheduled to 
appear in court — Richard 
Hurlburt and Russell MacK¬ 
innon, also facing expense- 
related charges — turned 
up at the courthouse. So far, 
their lawyers have handled 
each appearance.

RCMP launches G8-fund probe 


O Investigation prompted by complaint made during election campaign 
O Mounties’ move comes after auditor general report into legacy fund 


The RCMP is looking into 
allegations the Harper 
government misappropri¬ 
ated funds in order to lav¬ 
ish $50 million on a 
cabinet minister’s riding 
prior to last year’s G8 sum¬ 
mit. 


The probe comes on the 
heels of an auditor gener¬ 
al’s report earlier this 
month, which concluded 
the government “did not 
clearly or transparently” 
explain how the money 
was going to be spent 


when it sought Parlia¬ 
ment’s approval for a G8 
legacy fund for Tony 
Clement’s riding. 

The Mounties’ involve¬ 
ment was prompted by a 
complaint from former 
Liberal MP Marlene Jen¬ 


nings. She was inter¬ 
viewed last week by three 
RCMP officers. 

“My sense is that 
they’re taking it very seri¬ 
ously,” Jennings said in an 
interview yesterday.

In an April 15 letter to 
the director of public 
prosecutions, Jennings 
said the government 
may have wilfully violat¬ 
ed two appropriations 
acts and the Financial 
Administration Act, 
which stipulate that the 
government must 
disclose how it intends 
to spend the money 
when it seeks parliamen¬ 
tary approval for 
funding. 

Jennings said she nev¬ 
er heard back from the 
public prosecutor’s 
office. But she did even¬ 
tually receive a May 24 
letter from the RCMP, ad¬ 
vising her that “the mat¬ 
ter is with A’ Division 
Commercial Crime Sec¬ 
tion.” 

The day after the final 
auditor general’s report 
was released, she 
received a call from Cpl.

When is comes to sexting, 
women are naughtier than 
men, it seems. 

Women are more likely 
to send online photos of 
themselves naked and en¬ 
gage in sexting — sending 
sexually explicit text mes¬ 
sages, a new U.S.-based 
study suggests. 

Researchers Diane Kho- 
los Wysoclci and Cheryl 
Childers placed a survey 
on Ashle 3 nnadis 0 n.com, a 
website aimed at married 
people looking for sex out¬ 
side marriage. 

More than two-thirds of 
women respondents 
claimed they have engaged 
in sexting outside their se¬ 
rious relationship, com¬ 
pared to just over half of 
men. 


About 77 per cent of 
women between the ages 
of 25 and 29 who were sur¬ 
veyed confessed to sexting. 

Some 5,187 adults re¬ 
sponded to questions 
about Internet use, sexual 
behaviour and attitudes 
about sexual behaviours in 


cyberspace, the re¬ 
searchers say. 

“Our research suggests 
that as technology 
changes, the way people 
find each other and the 
way they attract a poten¬ 
tial partner also changes,” 
said Wysoclci and Childers.

plane making one of the 
biggest splashes at the 
Paris Air Show carries a 
grand total of one 
person and is often 
delayed because there’s 
too much wind or too 
little sun. 

Andre Borschberg pi¬ 
lots the Solar Impulse, a 
prototype aircraft pow¬ 
ered exclusively by sun¬ 
light. While that has put 
him into the record 
books as the first pilot to 
fly 24 hours in an entire¬ 
ly solar-powered plane, 
it also causes 
aggravations that 
travellers anywhere 
could relate to. 

Like the time it took 
him 16 hours to fly to 
Paris from Brussels — 
five hours to cover the 
distance and another 11 
hours circling over the 
airport, waiting for wind 
conditions to settle 
down enough for him to 
land. 

The plane has a slim 
dragonfly fuselage with 
a cockpit that fits just 
one pilot. Its enormous 
wing is entirely covered 
with 10,000 energy-cap¬ 
turing solar cells similar 
to the ones used in some 
homes, which generate 
about 40 horsepower, 
“the same as a small mo¬ 
tor scooter,” Borschberg

As a full-time mixed-mar¬ 
tial artist, T.J. Grant’s bud¬ 
dies sometimes give him 
the gears for what can 
come across as a pretty 
sweet gig.

Williams in tears 


after winning return 

O Health problems had kept her from playing in a Grand Slam event for a 
year O Federer, Djokovic both advance to the next round of Wimbledon 


Returning to Grand Slam 
tennis after a year away 
with health problems, Sere¬ 
na Williams opened her 
Wimbledon title defence 
yesterday by beating Ara- 
vane Rezai in three sets — 
then burst into tears on 
Centre Court. 

After serving her 13th 
ace to close a 6-3, 3-6, 6-1 
victory, Williams buried 
her face in her towel and 
sobbed from her courtside 
chair. She was still crying as 
she left the court, overcome 
with emotion after endur¬ 
ing a long layoff that includ¬ 
ed two foot operations and 
treatment for blood clots in 
her lungs.

“I usually don’t ciy... but 
it’s just been so hard,” the 
four-time Wimbledon 
champion said.

Federer, who began his 
chase for a record-equalling 
seventh Wimbledon cham¬ 
pionship by beating 
Mikhail Kukushkin of Kaza¬ 
khstan 7-6 (2), 6-4, 6-2. 

Second-seeded Novak 


Djokovic, playing for the 
first time since his 43- 
match winning streak was 
stopped by Federer at the 
French Open, sailed into 
the second round with a 6- 
4, 6-1, 6-1 victoiy over Jere¬ 
my Chardy of France. 

Canadians Rebecca Mari¬ 
no and Stephanie Dubois 
advanced to the second 
round after posting their 
first career wins at the All 
England club. 

But Alelcsandra Woznialc 
of Blainville, Que., strug¬ 
gling with her comeback 


from an elbow injuiy, lost 
her match to Czech Barbora 
Zahlavova Strycova 7-6 (7), 

6- 4. And Frank Dancevic of 
Niagara Falls, Ont., squan¬

Rematch

Battery in the back 

The eAssist gets its energy supply from a 
115-volt lithium-ion battery that’s 
positioned behind the rear seat. 

The 29-lcilogram battery’s compact size 
means that the LaCrosse’s 60:40 split rear 
seat will still fold flat for additional stor¬ 
age as before (unlike some other hybrid 
models), but with only about a 15 per 
cent reduction in trunk space. 


Cooling things down 

Lithium-ion batteries tend to generate a 
lot of heat, as anyone who has ever oper¬ 
ated a laptop computer on their lap can 
readily attest. 

To help cool things down, an electric 
fan is used that draws air from a vent lo¬ 
cated on the parcel shelf behind the rear 
seat. According to Buiclc, the fan motor 
will not be noisy enough to disturb any 
passengers. 


Fuel economy 

Buiclc promises that the driving experience with 
the new hardware won’t differ from piloting a 
regular gas-engine model. 

But what will be different is the fuel economy 
rating that the LaCrosse is expected to generate: 
8.01/100 1cm in the city and 5.4 on the highway. 

Those numbers represent a significant 26 per 
cent improvement in city fuel economy and 16 
per cent on the highway over the 2011 LaCrosse’s 
10.8/6.5 city/highway rating.

Seekers of fuel-efficient 
mid- and full-size luxuiy 
sedans have had little 
choice but to shell out a 
hefty premium demanded 
by Lexus, BMW and Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz for a luxuiy gas- 
electric hybrid model. 


That’s about to change 
later this year when Gener¬ 
al Motors’ Buiclc division 
rolls out its 2012 LaCrosse 
equipped with the eAssist 
system. As the name im¬ 
plies, eAssist is an electri¬ 
fied helper motor that 
doesn’t independently pow¬ 
er the car, but kicks in 
when the LaCrosse is accel¬ 
erating or heading up hill. 


But that’s only part of 
the stoiy, so much so that 
GM avoids using the term 
“hybrid.” 

The technology begins 
with a 15-horsepower liq¬ 
uid-cooled electric motor- 
generator that replaces the 
LaCrosse’s traditional alter¬ 
nator. Beyond providing 
power enrichment for the 
182-horsepower 2.4-litre 


four-cylinder gas engine 
when needed, the genera¬ 
tor also automatically shuts 
it down anytime the car 
comes to a stop. 

It also cuts off the en¬ 
gine’s fuel supply whenever 
the vehicle is decelerating, 
while maintaining power 
to the car’s braking, steer¬ 
ing and other electronic 
controls. Pretty slick stuff.

Tesla, maker of all-elec¬ 
tric vehicles, is going 
mainstream — or at 
least to Tesla's version 
of mainstream. 

California-based Tesla ar¬ 
rived on the Canadian au¬ 
tomotive landscape last 
year, with one model — 
the Roadster, a little all¬ 
electric ditty offering lots 
of get-up-and-go, and lots of 
exclusivity with its starting 
price of $125,000. 

By next summer, 
Tesla will have another 
model — the Model S. A 
$57,400 luxuiy-sports 
sedan that will seat 5, or 7 
with the optional rear-fac¬ 
ing child seats. By 2013 we 
can expect Model X (a tall 
wagon or SUV kind of 
thing), and sometime after 
that, another sedan (a 
BMW 3 Series competitor 
kind of thing). 

Tesla is 

determined to build and 
sell about 100,000 vehicles 
a year, which is more or 
less capacity of the former- 
Toyota plant (in Fremont, 
California) that Tesla took 
over last year. 


This sounds like 
mainstream volume, but 
don’t be fooled. Tesla isn’t 
interested in anything 
mainstream. The technolo¬ 
gy of the cars isn’t 
mainstream, and either is 
how it intends to market 
and sell and service its 
growing volume. 

We caught up 
with Tesla’s main man in 
Canada, Hans Ulsrud in 
Toronto. While the Model S 
concept looks pretty fetch¬ 
ing, Ulsrud assured me that 
the production car “looks 
even better.” 

Tesla Canada’s 
first sales facility will be lo¬ 
cated in Toronto later this 
year, but don’t go looking 
for it where dealerships 
usually congregate, like in 
those big, sprawling “auto 
malls” just outside the city. 

Ulsrud said the 
showroom will be in one of 
the premier shopping 
malls in the GTA. And for 


style and feel, he said, 
“Think Apple Store...” 

The same sales ex¬ 
ecutive behind Apple’s in¬ 
filtration into the malls is 
behind Tesla’s retail strate¬ 
gy — George Blankenship. 
Tesla Santana Row was the 
first such store (San 
Francisco), followed by Tes¬ 
la Park Meadows is the sec¬ 
ond (Glendale, Colorado). 

This calls for sepa¬ 
rate service facilities. 
Toronto’s service facility 
opened just this week, near 
the airport. Tesla Service al¬ 
so does house calls. Accord¬ 
ing to Ulsrud, other key 
Canadian cities for Tesla 
are Montreal, Calgary and 
Vancouver.

Change your oil 

A regular oil change is the 
service most likely to help 
prolong the life of your ve¬ 
hicle. 

Changing the oil (not 
just topping it off) and us¬ 
ing a high-quality motor 


oil that meets the specifi¬ 
cations recommended by 
your vehicle’s manufactur¬ 
er helps your engine get 
the protection it needs. 

• Check the oil level regu¬ 
larly and change the oil at 
the intervals outlined in 
your owner’s manual. 

• Replace the oil filter with 
every oil change. 

Monitor your vehicle’s flu¬ 
ids. Engine oil is not the 
only fluid your vehicle 
needs to run properly. 
Check your owner’s manu¬ 
al to find information 
about where fluids are con¬ 
tained, how to check 
them, the type your vehi¬ 
cle uses and how much 
should be in each “reser¬ 
voir.” 

If you see drops of fluid 
under your vehicle, you 
should be able to identify 


them by color or consisten¬ 
cy A few small drops are 
probably not a cause for 
concern, but you should 
take note of small puddles. 

• If the fluid is green, pink, 
yellow or fluorescent or¬ 
ange, it could indicate a 
cooling system leak or an 
overheating problem.

• A red oily spot means 
you probably have a trans¬ 
mission or power steering 
fluid leak. 

• A small puddle of water 
is usually normal and is 
simply condensation from 
the air conditioning sys¬ 
tem or the defroster.

What’s the 4-1-1 


Though the Jeep Compass 
wasn’t a diehard mud¬ 
slinger like its siblings, it in¬ 
tended to attract a new 
buyer to the brand with its 
fuel efficiency, city-friendly 
sizing and promise of af¬ 
fordable adventure. 

All models got standard 
four-cylinder power and 
front wheel drive. The larg¬ 
er, 2.4-litre, 172 horsepower 
engine is typically pre¬ 
ferred. Compass could be 
fitted with an “intelligent” 
AWD system that featured a 
driver-loclcable centre dif¬ 
ferential for enhanced trac-

tion. Transmission choices 
were a manual five-speed 
box or a Continually Vari¬ 
able Transmission (CVT). 

Look for features like 
heated seats, Bluetooth, 
premium audio, a sunroof 
and multimedia connectivi¬ 
ty. A household power out¬ 
let was also available, and 
split-folding seats enhanced 
cargo capacity when re¬ 
quired. Sizing was in the 
same ballpark as a Toyota 
Matrix, Dodge Caliber or 
Mazda 3. 

End of the day, compact 
driving dynamics, fuel effi¬ 


mission, or a bucking or 
“jerking” sensation when 
decelerating, could be signs 
of trouble. Opt for a manu¬ 
al-equipped model where 
possible. 

Finally, check the ceiling 
liner around the map 
lights, as well as carpeting 
in the front footwells for 
signs of moisture — which 
could indicate a leaky sun¬ 
roof or drain tubes. 

The verdict 

Low resale values, good 
mileage and family-ready 
versatility will be the pri¬ 
mary draws to the Jeep 
Compass in the used mar¬ 
ket. Shoppers seeking out a 
model with a manual trans¬ 
mission and a clean bill of 
health from a Chrysler- 
trained mechanic should 
enjoy fairly solid reliability 
and affordable all-season 
driving confidence.

What owners like 

Manoeuvrability, flexibility, 
all-season traction with 4x4 
models and styling, all 
seem to be rated positively 
by the majority of Compass 
owners. Car-lilce ride quali¬ 
ty, the up-level stereo and 
fUel mileage were also 


praised. 

What owners dislike 

Owner-stated complaints 
tend to centre around 
cheap interior plastics, slug¬ 
gish performance from 
models with the CVT trans¬ 
mission, road noise, blind 
spots and limited ground 
clearance and off-road abili¬ 
ties. 

Common issues 

When test-driving a used 
Compass, “listen” to the ve¬ 
hicle’s front end for signs of 
clunking, popping or grind¬ 


ing sounds while steering 
or travelling over bumps. 
Unwelcome noises could in¬ 
dicate a worn-out suspen¬ 
sion component, and 
numerous owners have re¬ 
ported premature wear of 
these parts. Driveability is¬ 
sues with the CVT transmis¬ 
sion, including reduced or 
sluggish acceleration, could 
be a computer-related prob¬ 
lem fixed by rebooting or 
re-flashing the vehicle’s 
computer brain. Grinding

It used to be that if you 
wanted to make your car 
sportier, you had to get 
out the wrenches. Today, 
with the electronic sys¬ 
tems on many cars, you 


simply need to push the 
“Sport” button on the 
console. 

Depending on the vehi¬ 
cle, activating the button 
might increase the steer¬ 


ing resistance, change the 
throttle response or the 
transmission’s shift pat¬ 
terns, adjust the shock ab¬ 
sorbers or vary the 
exhaust. 



“Our cars have numer¬ 
ous options and it de¬ 
pends on what is fitted to 
the car,” says Laurance 
Yap, manager of public re¬ 
lations for Porsche Cana¬ 
da. “The more stuff on the 
car, the more the sport 
button does.” 

Traditional power 
steering relies on a hy¬ 
draulic pump, but several 
new models have a combi¬ 
nation of hydraulic and 
an electric motor, or com¬ 
pletely electric-assisted 
steering. 

“The electro-hydraulic 
steering gives you more 
assist at lower speeds, 
gradually dialing it back 
at higher speeds,” Yap 
says. “When you hit the 
Sport button, it gives you 
less assistant all across 
the board. We want that 
because it feels a bit hefti¬ 
er, with a bit more feel 
through the steering 
wheel.” 

When activated, the 
Sport program quickens 
the engine’s response to 
your foot on the throttle. 
“You get more power ear¬ 
lier by pushing down less 
on the pedal, making it 
feel faster,” Yap says. The 
engine can’t make any 
more power in Sport 
mode, but it delivers it 
quicker. The automatic 
transmission also adjusts, 
holding each gear longer, 
keeping the engine at

higher r.p.m., and locking 
out the higher, fuel-effi¬ 
cient gears — which is 
why cars tend to use more 
fuel in Sport mode. 

If the suspension con¬ 
tains adjustable dampers, 
the Sport mode makes 
them stiffer, which im¬ 
proves handling. It also 
makes the ride firmer, but 
that’s part of the fun. If 
there’s an optional air 
suspension, the Sport 
mode will lower it to 
make the car more aero¬ 
dynamic. 

Finally, if it’s a Porsche 
equipped with a special 
“sport” exhaust, there’s 
one more benefit. 

“It will open a flap in 
the exhaust to make it 
louder,” Yap says. 

“It doesn’t give you any 
more power, but it makes 
it louder.” And to a sports 
car fan, that definitely 
makes it better.
